Tippins Bill Will Be Considered 
Early in Session and Will

The stage is set and everything is 
in readiness for convening both houses 
of the general assembly of Georgia 
at 10 o'clock this morning. The ad- 
vance guard of solons arrived in At- 
lanta early Tuesday morning and the 
lobbies and corridors of the Kimball 
were crowded throughout the day. 
The noon and evening trains brought 
more senators and representatives, 
each with pockets fairly bulging with 
buls, resolutions and petitions. 

Speaker John N. Holder was among 
the early arrivals. He came from Au- 
gusta and declared that th short 
junkets he made over the state con- 
vinced him that the fifty-day session 
will be serene. 

On the eve of convening both houses, 
the Georgia Game Protective Associa- 
tion held an enthusiastic meeting in 
the ball room of the hotel. There were

ssed. The amendments are likely to 
precipitate the liveliest scrap in the 
house when they are brought up.

It is said that the object of 
the change is to keep out pot hunters 
who are gradually killing off the game 
of the state. 

The association discussed the advis-

The association will also ask 
the legislature to change the law ao 
as to require “written” permits of 
hunters, also to make the law state- 
wide in regard to strewing sawdust 
in streams. 

In connection with the game law 
it is rumored that an effort is going 
to be made in the house to modify 
the game law in so far as it related 
to the appointment of a commissioner,

Nebraskan Alleges Influences

Convention Hall, Baltimore, Md., 
June 25.—Following is the full text of 
William Jennings Bryan’s speech on 
temporary chairmanship 

Mr. Bryan was received with ap- 
plause and cheering for several min- 
utes and when quiet was restore he 
said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: 

“I rise to place in nomination for 
the office of temporary chairman of 
this convention the name of Hon, John 
W. Kern, of. Indiana. (Applause). 
And in thus dissenting from the judg- 
ment of our national committee as ex- 
pressed in its recommendation, I rec- 
ognize that the burden of proof is 
upon me to overthrow the assumption 
that the committee can claim that it 
is representing the wishes of this con- 
vention and of the party of the na- 
tion. (Cheers and applause). 

“T call your attention to the fact 
that our rules provide that the recom- 
mendation of the committee is not 
final. (Cries of No, No, and applause). 
I remind you that the very fact that 
this convention has the right to ac- 
cept or reject that recommendation is 
conclusive proof that the presumption 
in favor of this convention. is a higher 
presumption than that in favor of the 
wisdom of the committee. (Applause). 

Bryan Tells of His Credentials. 

“If any of you ask me for my cre- 
dentials,. if any of you inquire why 
I, a mere delegate to this convention, 
from one of the smaller states, should 
presume to present a name and ask 
you to accept it in place of the name 
they presented, I beg to tell you, if 
it needs to be told, in thre®é campaigns 
I have been the champion of the demo- 
cratic party’e principles. (Applause). 
And that in three campaigns I have 
received the vote of six millions and 
a ha@if of democrats. (Applause). 

4 that is not proof that I have the 
confidence of the party of this nation 
I shall not attempt to furnish proof: I 
remind you that confidence reposed in 
a human being carries with it certain 
responsibilities, and I would not be 
worthy of the confidence and the af- 
fection that has been showered upon 
me by the democrats of this nation if 
I were not willing to risk humiliation 
in their defense.

The Judge Resumes His In- 
lerrupted Keynote at the 
Night Session 


DRYAN'S HARSH WORDS 
ARE FORGIVEN BY PARKER 


The Judge Says There Are No 
Reactionary -Democrats, But 
All Are Progressive, Though 
Maybe by Different Roads. 
Night Session of Conventioa 
Very Brief. — 


Baltimore, June 25.—A rapid-fire’ 
routine session tonight closed the first 
day. of the democratic convention, 
which began with the defeat of W. J. 
Bryan for temporary chairman this 
afternoon. Scenes of disorder on the 
floor which made further proceedings 
impossible, forced tonight's session and 
compelle@ Alton B. Parker to suspend 
his keynote speech unti] the evening 
session. 

Delegates in a Hurry. 

Tonight the delegates on the floor 
gave earnest evidence of their desire 
to do everything in a hurry and get 
away from Baltimore, Leaders had 
planned to adjourn the session tonight 
o'clock tomorrow and to have 
the committees which Were appointed 
tonight meet at 10 o'clock in the 
morning. But the delegates would not 
hear of this plan and disorderly pro- 
tests from the floor forced an adjourn- 
ment until noon and advanced the 
committee meetings to immediately 
after tonight’s session. The delegates 
were Very excited about hurrying 
things along. <A voice from the floor 
during the discussion announced: 

“We-.have no Perkins to pay our 
bills.” 

The completion 
speech and the naming of 
vention committees was all the con- 
vention did tonight. W. J. Bryan did 
not appear in the convention hall dur- 
ing the evening. His failure to be on 
hand resulted in an almost immediate 
adjournment of the resolutions com- 
mittee, which met after the session. It 
was practically certain Mr. Bryan 
would be elected chairman of the com- 
mittee. The other committees got to- 
gether for immediate organization. 

The night session of the 
vention was called to order at 
o'clock. 

Only Scattering Attendance. 

But a scattering attendance appeared 
in the galleries at 8 o'clock. There 
were hundreds of vacant seats in the 
delegates sections. The delegates were 
in their seats gathered in little groups, 
end a hum of conversation swept the 
hall. ‘tYhe bard was anxious to please 
and drifted from “Moonlight Bay” t» 
Von Suppes’ overture from “William 
Tell.” Seattered handclaps greeted 
Chairman Parker as he made his way 
up the middle aisle through the groups 
of delegates. é 

The soft rain that fel] at Intervals 
all day set in again toward nightfall, 
adding to the humid heat and the at- 
mosphere of the hall was oppressive. 

The heat soon began to have its ef- 
fect and delegates and _ spectators 
stripped off their coats and rolled up 
their sleeves, ready for the night's 
work. 

At 8:15 Norman F. Mack climbeg to 
the stage and conferred with Parlia- 
mentarisn Crisp ard Judge Parker. 

The delegates began to crowd in 
about 8:20 and in a few moments the 
aisles were in confusion.

Many of Clark’s Adherents Openly Supported Parker and 
This Revives Rumor of a Missouri-New York Coalition.

Baltimore, June 25.—William J. Bryan met defeat at the hands 
of the demogratic national convention today, and in the opinion 
of many of the party leaders here eliminated himself from the 
race for the presidential nomination. | 

The vote by which former Judge Alton B. Parker, of New 
York, was elected temporary chairman over Mr. Bryan—579 to 510 
—was interpreted tonight in many ways. The Champ Clark ad- 
herents are claiming the nomination, and many believed today it~ 
would either be Speaker Clark or a “dark horse.” 

Talk of Mr. Bryan has not ceased by any means. Some of 
his friends say today’s vote was no test; that many of his most 
ardent supporters were compelled by circumstances to vote against 
him as temporary chairman. They claimed, on the other hand, 
that the vote of 510 given to Mn Bryan indicated that he held a 
“veto” power in the convention which put him in a position of 
dominance as to who should be the nominee. 


MANY OF THE CHAMP CLARK DELEGATES 
OPENLY SUPPORTED ANTI-BRYAN FORCES 


Many of Speaker Clark’s delegates openly threw their support 
to the anti-Bryan forces. This was regarded as opening a breach 
between the speaker and the former nominee which may cause 
the Bryan supporters to make a bitter fight on Clark. Taken from 
another standpoint the vote of so many of the Clark adherents 
for Judge Parker was interpreted as a distinct bid for the support 
of the conservative element in the convention. 

This conservative element, it may be stated, practically is 
prepared to accept a radical or progressive candidate. They 
frankly admit that to name a conservative or so-called reaction- 
ary would strengthen Colonel Roosevelt in his organization of a 
third party. This the leaders are anxious to avoid. 

The turn of political affairs in the past few days is regarded 
here as having been decidedly favorable to Speaker Clark’s candidacy. 
The straightout Wilson delegates today threw their support solidly 
to Mr. Bryan. This, the leaders figured, would make the conserv- 
ative element choose Clark in preference to the New Jersey gov- 
ernor as the progressive candidate. 


REPORTED THAT COALITION HAS BEEN FORMED 
BETWEEN NEW YORK AND MISSOURI FORCES 


There was a report abroad tonight that the go votes of New 
York would go to Clark. This report was based largely upon 
the action of New York today in voting against Bryan. . The fact 
that the Missouri delegation also gave Parker a majority of its 
votes—22 to 14—quickly called out reports of a coalition of in- 
terests between New York and Missouri. | 

This, naturally, led to talk of Clark for president and a New 
York man for vice president. The man mentioned most promi- 
nently in this connection was Senator O’Gorman. There was talk 
tonight also that the Underwood forces might come into this com- 
bination, the plan’ being that Mr. Underwood should have the 
speakership of the house in the event of Mr. Clark's elevation to 
the ‘presidency. Most of the Underwood states are said to be 
against Mr. Bryan on almost any proposition whatever. Certain 
it was that most of these states—located in the solid south—voted 
against Mr. Bryan today. 

The Clark people declared tonight that with New York and the 
Underwood forces united under the speaker’s banner, the latter 
would. have more than the necessary number of votes to nominate.

William Winecoff Buys Lease 
of Southwest Corner Peach- 
tree and Ellis From Amos 
Braselton and _ Associates. 
Stoddart Drawing Plans.

posed twelve-story hotel at the south- 
west corner of Peachtree and Ellis 
gtreets, now seems assured. William 
F. Winecoff has purchased from Amos 
Braselton and his associates their 
ninety-nine-year lease on the corner 
and will erect the new hotel for M. f. 
and Frank Harrell, who have signed 
a lease on the building. 

Mr. Winecoff and Frank Harrell are 
now in New York and eastern cities, 
where they are making a study cf 
the best hotels to get the latest ideas 
for the new hotel which will be built 
here. Before returning to Atlanta 
they will confer with W. L. Stoddart, 
of New York city. who has drawn the 
plans for the hotel, and the final de- 
tails, based upon the results of the 
tour of investigation of Mr. Winecoff 
end Mr. Harrell, will be arranged, 

Consideration Not Known. 

The consideration in the transfer of 
the lease could not be learned Tues- 
day on account of Mr. Winecoff’s ab- 
gence from the city. Mr. Braselton de- 
clined to discuss the matter in his 
absence. 

1 M. and Frank Harrelj] are the 
present lessees of the Aragon hotel. 
Their lease runs out within thres 
years, and it is their hope to be well 
established in the new building by that 
time 

I. M. Harrell said Tuesday: 

“Mr. Winecoff has purchased the 
Bease of the site and will erect a builda- 
dng which we have already leased for 
@ term of years. I cannot state just 
what the details of the building plans 
will be until Mr. Winecoff and Mr. 
Harrell have conferred with Mr. Stoi- 
dart and come to a final decision. The 
huilding is a go, however, and we 
@re figuring” on a structure about 
twelve stories in height, which will 
cost about $300,000, 

Reomasa Well Furnished. 

“We will furnish the hotel ourselves 
@nd have already obtained estimates 
from furnishers to this end. The fur- 
nishings of each room, according to 
Our estimate, will cost about $150. 
There will be in the neighborhood of 
200 rooms in the hotel. 

“The hotel will not be so large as 
@ome of the other hotels in the city 
because of the limited dimensions of 
the site, but by putting at least $500,- 
000 into the building and furnishings 
it is our purpose to give 
hotel which wtll be a decade ahead 
of anything she now has.”’ 

The building will occupy a frontage 
of about 75 feet on Peachtree street 
and run back to a-depth of 105 fea: 
along Ellis gtreet. Whether there will 
be entrances on both streets or wheth- 
er a dining room having an exposure 
@long the entire Ellis street frontage 
will debar an entrance on that street 
has not been decided. While Mr.- Har- 
Tell did not state what the plans were, 
he intimated that the designs for pri- 
vate dining rooms and parlors to oc- 
cupy the second floor of the building 
are ahead of anything in the southern 
states.

BUSINESS RULE 
URGED FOR CITY 


Revolt From the Present Politi- 
cal System Advised by 
Edwin Ansley. 


ooo 


A business men’s administration of 
the city government and a revolt from 
he politicians and the “makeshift 
system which we have had for years,” 
is urged by Edwin P, Ansley, the well- 
known real estate man, in a letter to 
the chamber of commerce, which has 
just been made public. 

Mr. Ansley takes up in some detail 
the needs of the city, and finds therein 
material for a scathing denunciation 
of those in control of affairs, partic- 
ularly the public works department. 

“Let us remember that We are 
building not only for today,” he 
writes, “but for tomorrow, and that 
what is sufficient today will pe wholly 
inadequate a few years hence. The 
public works department is the one 
that is suffering most, and needs the 
most attention.” 

He then gives a list of things which 
he alleges needs attention, the sewer 
system on the north side, near Pied- 
mont park, which, he says, is making 
life unbearable, other open sewers 
which he calls preeders of disease, and 
callg attention to the amount of fever 
prevalent in the city. The fallen 
Jackson street bridge is also taken up, 
the crumbling schoolhouse, the 
Spring street grade and other things. 
The condition of the city streets, he 
says, is deplorable, and efforts at 
repairs have been only “sporadic.” 

He then urges that the business men 
and tie chamber of commerce get to- 
gether in the coming city election, 
pu¢ forth a ticket that will make for 
economical administration and the 
wise expenditure of the city funds. 


MINIMUM WAGE FIXED 
FOR WOMEN TEACHERS 


Chicago, June 26.—Edward J. Tobin, 
Cook county superintendent of schools, 
declared last night that women were 
not competent to teach school if they 
agreed to give their servéees for less 
than $50 a month. The superintendent 
made the statement after he had sent 
notices to teachers that he would can- 
cel certificates where contracts - were 
made for less than this stipulated sal- 
ary. 

“In the school year that ended in 
June, 1911,” said Superintendent Tobin, 
“many teachers were getting only 945 
a month, and in the year sending te 
many of them, according to the rec- 
ords, were being paid only $25 and $30. 

“T have told every teacher that 
comes under my jurisdiction that her 
minimum salary must be $50. The wom- 
en I am certifying to the school direc- 
tors as capable are worth that much, 
or more, and they must get it or they 
cannot teach in this county. I have 
told the teachers that I would revoke 
certificates where the order was not 
obeyed.” 

The county superintendent has juris- 
diction only outside Chicago.

Thought That Robbers Fired 
House Near Dawson After 
Securing Money. 


Dawson, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Lou Johnson, elderly widow, liv- 
ing alone on her farm 8 miles north of 
was burned to death last 
night and her home destroyed. Jesse 
Daniels, a neighbor, awaking about 
midnight, discovered Mrs. Johnson's 
house in flames, the roof falling in be- 
fore he could reach the house.

FORCIBLE FEEDING 
OF SUFFRAGETTES 


Causes Member of Parliament 
to Denounce Premier 
Asquith. 


Dawson, 


London, June 25.—Intense bitterness 
has bsen engendered in England by 
the forcible feeding of the imprisoned 
suffragettes who declared a hunger 
strike while in jail. 

This was reflected in an extraoréina- 
ry scene this afternoon in the house 
of commons, when George Lansberry, 
a socialist member, denounced Pre- 
mier Asquith and the government. in 
such vitriolic terms tha: the speaker 
ordered him to leave the house, and 
threatened to have him ejected unless 
he went out voluntarily. | 

Timothy Nealy, the nationalist, had 
appealed to Premier Asquith to re- 
lease the women, and the premier re- 
plied that they could leave prison this 
afternoon on promising not tv repeat 
their offerise. Mr. Lansbury immedi- 
ately projected himself at the treas- 
ury bench, shaking his fist in the 
faces of Premier / -uith and other 
ministers. 

Mr. Lansburv screamed at the pre- 
mier and other ministers: “You're be- 
neath contempt. You know the women 
cannot give bond cn such a promise. 

“It is dishonorable to ask them to 
do so. Talk of Russian atrocities, 
why you wil] go down to history as 
the torturers and murdererg of inno- 
cent women. You ovvht, to be driven 
out of office.” 

The house was quickly in disorder. 
The speaker, however, finally secured 
quiet and ordered Mr. Lansbury to 
leave. 

He replied: “I am nut going while 
these contemptible things are tortur- 
ing and murdering women.” 

He yelled this out in a loud voice, 
and appeared to be much wrought up, 
but when the speaker warned him that 
he would be forcibly ejected unless 
he went of his own accord, the Iabor 
memberg gathered about their col- 
jeague and induced him to quit.

RADICAL CHANCES 


Work of Agricultural Department 
to Be Systematized, 


Daily Reports, Reduction in the 


Number of Inspectors and’ 


Smaller Oil Fees Urged in 
Bills Backed by the Ault 
Committee. 


= 


The Ault report, recommending 
radical changes in the operation of the 
state department of agriculture fol- 
lowing an exhaustive investigation of 
that department, will be made to the 
legislature this morning after the final 
meeting of the committee. 


The recommendations of the report 


have already been embodied 


which will be introduced into both 


houses as soon as work is fairly un-| 


der way, and there is little doubt but 
that every one will be passed, having 
the unanimous indorsement of the 
Ault committee, 

The effort of the committee has been 
to systematize the work of the depart- 
ment, to put the finances on a busi- 
ness-like basis and to eliminate much 
needless expense in the appointment 
of superfluous officials. 

Here Are Main Changes. 

The principal provisions of the re- 
port are essentially the same as pub- 
lished in The Constitution last Feb- 
ruary, following the conclusion of the 
committee's investigation. Minor de- 
tails, it is understood, have been read 
into the report, but the following are 
the main points which affect the wel- 
fare of the state: 

It is recommended that all the 
money from fertilizer tags and other 
sources shall hereafter be paid direct- 
ly into the state treasury, and not into 
the department. It may then be check-‘ 
ed out as needed by warrants, as in 
all other departments. The custom up 
to this time has been to pay the money 
to the commissioner of agriculture, 
who paid the expenses of his inspec- 
tors therefrom and turned the balance 
into the state treasury. 

It ig recommended that six “general 
inspectors” be appointeg to hold office 
the entire year, to inspect f#rtilizers, 
foods, weights and measures and as- 
sume such other duties as may be as- 
signed them. There may also be ap- 
pointed, as the need arises, vhort-term 
inspectors who shall serve not longer 
than four months In each year. Not 
more than forty such inspectors may 
be appointed each year. The number 
of general inspectors and short-term 
inspectors heretofore has been un- 
limited, running as high as 125, with 
no restrictions on the terms of service 
of the latter men. 

All Presents Are Barred. 

It is recommended that a law be en- 
acted making it a misdemeanor for 
any manufacturer of fertilizer or 
dealer in same to employ any state 
fertilizer inspector or for the inspec- 
tor to accept such employment or for 
the manufacturer or dealer to give any 
presents or articles of value to the 
inspector or member of his family. 

A system of complete reports is 
recommended for the department, 
whereby the work of each fertilizer 
inspector day by day, and his entire 
record. may be kept in the office at 
the state capitol where it can be seen 
at any time. 

The fees of oil inspectors are to be 
reduced in another recommendation, 


making the fees $10 for the first three | 


cars and $65 for each succeeding car. 
Gasoline Inspector. 

The office of gasoline inspector is 
to be created, the duties and fees to 
be similar to the position of oil in- 
epector. 


A strict record is to be kept of a!!! 


fertilizer tage and pure food stamps, 
it is recommended, the state printer to 
deliver such tags and stamps to the 
state treasurer and not to the com- 
missioner of agriculture.

The method of tax-levying and distribution, aptly termed by 
Judge John Hart as “passing around the hat,” should be mod- 
ernized to meet twentieth century standards and exigencies. 

Women should be admitted to the bar in this state. Even 
Russia has taken the step. Arguments against it take their rise 
wholly in. sophistry. 

More stringent action—even a constitutional amendment, 
necessarv—should be aimed at the indefensible pistol-toting evil. 

Other subjects may well demand the thoughtful attention of 
the general assembly. 

The state is to be congratulated that the body of men meet- 
ing today are singularly capable of discharging their duty, whole- 
heartedly, to the commonwealth and its best interests.

houses, opposite which Coler drowned, 
and C. M. Stubbs, of Macon, and B. B. 
Cubbedge, of the Tybee hotel property. 

Four young Savannahians who all 
but lost their lives in an effort to 
save the yvoung New Yorker appeared 
before the grand jury and testified to 
the inadequate life-saving facilities on 
the beach. They told of their terrific 
but fruitless battle in the powerful 
undertow. They declared that while 
no life saver could have saved young 
Coler, a lifeboat or other lfe-saving 
equipment would have made it possible 
for them to have saved the visitor.

CLUB WOMEN MEET 
IN SAN: FRANCISCO 


Biennial Convention 


to Order. 


San Francisco, June 25.—The aims 
and ambitions of 500,000 club women 
of this country who are striving to 
aid the moral and social uplift of 
women and children especially, were 
represented here tonight when Mrs. 
Philip N. Moore, of St. Louis, called 
the eleventh biennial convention of 
the General 
Clubs to order. 

The Sutler street pavilion, where 
the meeting took place, presented a 
scene of beauty with its splendid floral 
and evergreen decorations and tha 
thousands of delegates and visitors in 
resplendent gowns. 

After the formal opening remarks 
by the national president, an invoca- 
tion was delivered by Dr, Luella Clay 
Carson, ‘This wag followed by ad- 
dresses of welcome—Mrs, E. G. Den- 
niston Yor the clubs, Mrs. R. C. Mc- 
Credie, of Washington state, for the 
northwest; Mrs. Agnes McKee Wal- 
lace, of Arizona, for the Pacific south- 
west; Mrs. C. H. McMahon, of Utah, 
for the inter-mountain states, and Mrs. 
Josiah E. Cowles, of California, for 
California; Mayor James Rolf for the 
city, and a representative of Governor 
Johnson for the state. ~ 

The council of the federation met 
today to consider proposed revision of 
the laws. The plan of reorganization, 
known as the Pennsylvania plan, pro2- 
viding for “upper and lower” houses 
in the convention, was considered, and 
the council determined against its 
adoption. It also decided against the 
change of the directorate from fifteen 
to fifty, and the same course was 
adopted regarding the proposed in- 
crease of vice presidents from two to 
five. These actions will be reported 
to the federation. 

At noon the press women attending 
the convention were the guests of hon- 
or at a luncheon given by the San 
Francisco Women’s Press Association. 
The national officers of the federation 
were also present by invitation, and 
altogether about 400 women were at 
the gathering. 

A reception took place at a hotel at 
which delegates were invited to meet 
Officers of the general federation. 

The first conference of the session 
was held this afternoon. Atthe press 
conference speakers criticised the 
manner in which the women’s pages 
in newspapers were conducted ang the 
subjects which were presented as men- 
tal food for the readers. There were 
discussions also as to the proper treat- 
ment of news and special features 
from the woman's point of view. The 
audience was much amused at the 
criticism leveled at a leading woman’s 
publication, whose features were de- 
scribed as being, too light and frothy 
and were far from the standard de- 
manded by women.

In Speech, as Prepared, Judge 
Parker Bitterly Attacked the 
Colonel—Parker Also Paint- 
ed Shortcomings of Repub- 
lican Party and Predicted a 


Democratic Victory. 


Conyention Hall, Baltimore, Mi., 
June 25.—After the announcement of 
the defeat of Mr. Bryan by Judge Par- 
ker for temporary chairman, Judge 
Parker started to read his speech, but 
was interrupted at the very beginning 
by confusion. Thousands of persons 
in the galleries, content with having 
witnessed the big fight, started to 
leave the hall. 

Many of the delegates began to 
move about on the floor. 

The confusion was such that Repre- 
Sentative Fitzgerald put a motion ro 
recess until 8 p. m., basing it on the 
ground that the delegates “were tired 
out.” The motion was put and car- 
ried. It was 3:45 p. m. when the re- 
cess was ordered. 

Speech Parker Didn't Deliver. 

Judge Parker’s prepared speech in 
Part was ag follows: 


“We meet while the hiNs yet echo 
to wilg cries of thief and traitor and 
furious wails of fraud, bribery, treach- 
ery and corruption, and our ears are 
Weary with the din of the articulate 
shrieking and passionate vilification 
of the most shameful brawl of our 
political history. 

“Our candidates, however, are, with- 
out exception, men of such lofty mien 
that we meet immune from the dis- 
temper which seized the Chicago con- 
vention and privilegea to discharge a 
polemn duty calmly, deliberately. 

“The cause of government by the 
people the world over has been ma- 
terially checked by the disgraceful 
brawl! which terminated in the bedlam 
of Chicago. Every good citizen has 
been put to shame by the brutality and 
the abuse which characterizeg this 
wrangle between a president and ex- 

resident. Gratitude, friendship, party 
oyalty, patriotism and common de- 
cency were forgotten in the tussle. 

“The assault upon the unwritten 
prohibition against third term made 
in the wild scramble for the republican 
nomination warns ue of the vital 
necessity of incorporating our con- 
stitution in safeguarg egainst repeat- 
ed terms. 

“In the very: beginning of our 

slation-making it was urged by 
delegates participating that safety re- 
quired a limitation of the period of 
years one man might hold the office 
Of president.

“In the light of all the testimony 
and of these admissions, I submit that 
the jury of the people should find as 
a general verdict ‘that the failure of 
the executive and legislative branches 
of the government, both federal and 
state, to protect the people from the 
special privilege hunters ang graft- 
seekers, is deeply rooted in a corrupt 
alliance between the latter and the 
leaders of the republican :party.’ 


Judgment of Eviction Demanded. 


“Upon that verdict but one judgment 
can be entered—that of eviction. When 
you fing cancer you know that pills 
and plasters will serve only to divert 
the mind of the patient from his fate.

With great regards.’ 

“The suggestion of government mat- 
ters—implying in the circumstances 
railroad mattérs—proved to be the 
proper bait. The discussion relating 
to government matters has not yet 
been reported. Probably it never took 
place for Mr. Harriman read between 
the lines of that letter, hurried to 
Washington,hurrted back, and prompt- 
ly raised the quarter of a million de- 
manded with $10,000 over for good 
measure.

Baltimore, June 25.—(Special.)—WIl- 
Nem Jennings Bryan was today de- 
throned as the dictator of the demo- 
cratic party. After having dominated 
the party of the ‘people for sixteen 


years, he was stripped of the mantle of 
leadership and assigned to a place in 
the ranks. 

The verdict of the national commit- 
tee was vindicated by the convention: 
Judge Parker was elected as tempo- 
rary chairman and Mr. Bryan defeated. 
But it was not a Parker victory. It 
was a Bryan defeat. When the verdict 
was announced the convention hall 
shook with applause. Then Mr. Parker, 
whose name had been used to rebuke 
the Nebraskan, was treated with such 
indifference that the canvention was 
adjourned to save him humiliation. A 
triumphant’ majority had defeated 
Bryan and was satisfied. | 

As predicted in these dispatches last! 
night, Mr. Bryan permitted his own 
name to be placed before the con- 
vention. He nominated Kern, who in 
turn suggested five comprémise candi- 
dates and then insisted that Mr. Bryan 
himeelf lead the fight. 


Bryan Made a Masterful Speech. 


The man whois admittedly the 
greatest stump speaker of the times, 
and who has held sway for a longer 
time than any man since Henry Clay, 
made qa wonderfu] speech in his own 
behalf. He said he owed one obliga- 
tion to the six and oen-half million 
democratic voters who had followed 
his standard jn three campaigns; that 
the issue was one of Wal} § street 
against the people, and .e felt he must 
fight. 

There was something of the old 
“crown of thorns, cross of gold” ring 
to his sentences ag he spoke of the 
presence in Baltimore of Thomas F. 
Ryan and August Belmont. 

Bryan's appearance was the signal 
for a tremendoug demonstration that 
lasted several minutes. During Most 
of the time he gazed fixedly at the 
painting of Andrew Jackson, and an 
inscription from “Old Hickory’ that 
covered one wall of the convention 
hall. 

This Mr. Bryan used as a text to ex- 
plain hig presence. It was: “He never 
sold the truth to serve the hour.” 

The man who has been the popular 
ido] of millions of democrats, and who, 
like Clay and Webster, and Calhoun 
and Hayne, has seen his chance of 
the presidency slip away, faced defeat 
and knew it. Yet, he spoke with res- 
olution, and firmness, and courage. 
When the crowd attempted to howl 
him down, he waited for silence with 
the alr of a conauerer. But the great 
American public cannot long stand the 
strain of being a hero worshipper. 

Mr. Bryan, though he could point to 
the ascendancy of the principles for 
which he had fought for sixteen years 
and their general adoption by both the 
democratic and republican parties, was 
swept aside. The verdict of the con- 
vention was that having thrice re- 
ceived the greatest honor the party 
could confer upon him, he should be 
content. 

Crisp Prevented Tumult,

It was probably the first 
time the commoner was @ver howled 
down in the house of his friends. 

When Mr. Bryan demanded “what 
better man could we have in this 
emergency than John W. Kern,” Ran- 
dolph Anderson, of Chatham county, 
shouted “Parker.” This was greeted 
with a howl and taken up all over 
the hall. 

The Georgia delegation cast ita 28 
votes for Parker and in support of 
the position previously taken oy 
Nationa] Committeeman Clark Howell. 

When it waa over the delegation was 
unanimous in its expTression of sgatis- 
faction.

Mr. Anderson said: “The demo- 
cratic party is at last emancipated 
from Bryan'’e domination. We had a 
clean-cut, straight out fight and Bryan 
was told he no longer controlled.

Hollins N. Randolph, of Atlanta, said:

Bryan has been given greater honors 
than almost any man in the history of 
the party. The time has come for him 
to step aside, as was proven by to- 
day’s vote” 

Rufe Hutchens, of Cedartown, said: 
‘*T have nothing against Mr. Bryan 
personally, and I regret that in his 
three attempts he could not attain the 
presidency. But we must face the 
facts. In 1896 Mr. Bryan received 176 
electoral votes, and’ McKinley 271; in 
1900 Mr. Bryan received 155 eélectora! 
votes, and Mr. McKinley 292. In 1998 
Mr. Bryan received 162, and Mr. Taft

ROOSEVELT WAITS 
~ ON DEMOCRATS 


News From Baltimore So Fer 
Pleases the Colonel, 


Roosevelt Says What Happen- 
ed at Chicago Is Being Re- 
peated at Baltimore —Ex- 
pects Many Democrats to 
Join New Party. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 25.—With 
the organization of the new progres- 
sive party definitely under way, Colo- 
nel Roosevelt returned to his home 
today from Chicago. He was smiling 
and said he was in fighting trim. He 
made it clear the work would be 
pushed ahead with full steam on. His 
friends in Oyster Bay who have fol- 
lowed the political fortunes of Colo- 
nel Roosevelt for a good many years 
did not know whether to receive him 
as a ré@turning champion or a van- 
quished warrior, but he assured those 
who saw him that he was not in the 
least dismayed by the happenings at 
Chicago. 

“I understand that some of the 
newspapers today.” the colonel re- 
marked, “said that I returned from 
Chicago greatly aged, with lines @¢f 
care on my face. By George, isn't 
that funny?” He threw back his head 
and laughed. 

“You see how I look,” he continued, 
“I never felt more fit in my life. And 
those of you who were out in Chi- 
cago knew that if there was a man 
who was not concerned or nervous, it 
was lI. 

“I told them out there that.if they 
didn't purge the convention of fraud 1- 
lent delegates I would take the step 
I did There was never any doubt in 
my mind what I would do.” 

Likes the News From Baltimore. 

Colonel Roosevelt was Ereatly 
pleased at the news from Baltimore 
He showed how closely he was Keep- 
ing in touch with the situ 
by reciting the vot: 
had been defeated a short ti: 
in his contest with Parker 
temporary chairmanship. 

‘Doesn't that remind y« of whit

It was selected simply for 
the purpose of taking the first step 
and calling the convention.” 

Teo Organize the Machinery. 

Each state, he said, would select its 
own national committeeman, and there 
was no guarantee that any man on 
the list would be the representative of 
his state after the convention. 

The only action which will be takefi 
pending the news from Baltimore, 
Colonel Roosevelt said, would be the 
Organization of party machinery 4, the 
various states. 

“Timothy L. Woodruff and William 
Halpin, of New York, called on me 
today,” he continued. “You can’t ree 
press people like that.” 

He said Mr. Woodruff and Mr. Hal- 
pin were already at work forming. the 
New York organization. Colonel 
Roosevelt said the founders of the 
new party hoped to take over a good 
measure of strength from the demo- 
cratic party. It was understood that 
as soon as he returned today the colo- 
nel got into communication with sev- 
eral democrats wbo he thought migut 
wish to join the movement.

Baltimore, June 25.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan lost his fight for pro- 
gressive control of the democratic 
national convention today when he 
was defeated for temporary chairman 
of the convention by Alton B. Parker. 

Mr. Bryan first nominated Senator 
Kern to oppose Parker. The latter de- 
clined the honor and named Mr. 
Bryan to make the fight. The Ne 
braskan made an eloquent plea “for 
the cause he had represented for six- 
teen years,” but it was unavailing. 

The debate preceding the roll call 
threw the convention into wild dis- 
order. 

The vote on a roll call was: 

Parker 579, Bryan 506, O’Gorman 4. 

Desperate Effort for Harmony. 

A last desperate attempt to avert 
a bitter factional fight was made by 
the Bryan forces when the democratic 
convention took up the problem of se 
lecting a temporary chairman. So 
sharp was the cleavage of the factions 
that Mr. Bryan himself became a can- 


, wishes of the party and the country. 


didate for the temporary chairman- 
ship. 

After Bryan had made a speech | 
nominating Senator Kern, of Indiana, | 
and attacking Alton B. Parker, Kern | 
t_ok the stand. He made a plea for 
harmony; asked Parker to join him in| 
withdrawing from the 
temporary chairman, and substituting, 
anyone of a list of several men. After 
waiting in vain for a reply from Par- 
ker, Kern himself withdrew and nom- 
inated Bryan. 

Again Bryan took the platform. He 
accepted the nomination and the line- 
up for the final struggle was complete. | 


Mack Calis Convention to Order. 

Chairman Mack droppeg his gavel at 
12:16 o'clock with the announcement: 

“The convention will be in order. 
The sergeant-at-arms will clear tne 
aisles.” 

Confusion followed as the officials 
endeavored to get the delegates and 
spectators into their seats. A moment 
after Chairman Mack began pounding 
for order Judge Parker, accompanied 
by Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, of New 
York, apeared, making his way up 
the wrong aisle in search of the New 
York delegation. 

Delegate Piatt, of New Jersey, 
forced his way throtgh the crowd, 
carrying a big bunch of bananas. He 
distributed the fruit among the Jer- 
sey delegates. 

“Just exercising a little foresight,” 
he commented. “We don’t intend to 
starve if this session is prolonged.” 

At 12:30 o'clock another effort was 
made to secure order. There was a 
gembiance of quiet and Chairman Mack 
directed the reading of the call for 
the convention. 

It was read by Thomas F. Smith, 
eécretary of Tammany Hall, New York, 

The aisles were still pretty well 
choked up, but the delegates were 
good-natured about it and endeavor- 
ed to help straighten out the tangle. 

Cardinal Gibbons Prays.

applause and cheers). That is the 
language of the hero of Monticello, 
and I would not be worthy of the sup- 
port I have received ff I were willing 
to sell the truth to serve the present 
hour. (Long continued applause and 
cries of ‘Good boy?’). 

“We are told by those who support 
the committee's recommendation’ that 
it is* disturbing harmony to oppose 
their conclusions. Let me free myself 
from any criticism that anyone may 
have made heretofore or may attempt 
hereafter. Is there any other delegate 
in this body of more than ten hun- 
dred who tried earlier than I to secure 
harmony in this convention. (Cries of 
no.) 

“I began several weeks ago. I an- 
nounced to the subcommittee that I 
would not be a candidate for tem- 
porary chairman. (Applause and 
cheers. ) 

“I might have asked for it without 
presumption that at the end of six- 
teen years of battle when I find the 
things I have fought for not only tri- 
umphant in my own party (Great ap- 
plause), but even in the republican 
party. (Applause.) Under these con- 
ditions I might have asked, without 
presumption, the modest honor of 
standing before this committee and 
voicing the_rejoicing of my party. 
(Great applduse.) But I was more in- 
terested in harmony than I was in 
the chance to speak to this conven- 
tion; not only that, but I advised this 
committee to consult the two leading 
candidates, the men who together have 
nearly two-thirds of this. convention 
instructed for them, I asked the com- 
mittee to consult these two men and 
get thelr approval of some man's 
nomination that there might be no 
contest in this convention.
